VOTES AND POPULATION. 
TH E VERDICT UNANIMOUS. 


One year ago the Philadelphia Times was 
an ardent advocate of protection. 
In the re­ 
cent canvass, however, the editor’s admira­ 
tion for Mr. Cleveland caused him to flop 
clean over, and he managed to swallow the 
free trade dose, December message. M ills 
bill, St. Louis platform and H enry Watter- 
sou’s speeches. 
The election is over, Cleve­ 
land and the Mills bill are buried out of 
sight, and this gives the editor the oppor­ 
tunity, which he cheerfully improves, to put 
his paper again in harmony w ith the interests 
of the city and state from which it derives its 
support. 
In the issue of 
yesterday, in 
answering some inquiries of a correspondent 
in relation to the earthenware industry, the 
products of which have grown from $1,400,- 
000 in 1861 to f8,000,000 in 1888, and the 
wages paid by it iu the same time from $i 
000 to 13,200,000, while the price of ware 
has cheapened one-half, the editor says: 


W herever protection has been judiciously applied 
to our general productive industries, it has, as 
a rule, sooner or later enlarged the dem and for la­ 
bor and cheai>ened the product to consum ers. 
We 
now have iron, steel, toots, m achinery and even su­ 
gar, cheaper than they would be if 
those in­ 
dustries 
had 
not 
been 
fostered 
in 
this 
country, and the sam e 
is 
doubtless true of 
eartlieiiw aie. W ithout 
protection 
to 
the 
e x ­ 
tent of the difference 
in the w ages of labor 
m ost of our general productive industries could not 
have l>een established, as foreign m anufacturers 
could have controlled our m arkets and th ey would 
have done as our com bines and trusts do under e x ­ 
cessive tariff protection—put up prices when the 
(ie!d is clear, and crush out com petition by low 
prices when it threatens them . 
Protection has built up nearly all our great indus­ 
tries, and now m any of them áre so well established 
that they are entirely independent of tariff laws. 
The Disstons could not have established their great 
saw and tool factories here without protection, but 
now they undersell England in her own m arkets and 
sell lower for export than for borne patrons. 
In 
cheap cottons we also undersell England and all 
other 
foreign countries, 
and 
that 
has 
been 
m ade 
possible 
only 
by 
protection 
develop­ 
ing American 
skill 
and 
energy. 
Our 
pot­ 
teries are tl e creation of protection, and w e believe 
that there is onlv som e exaggeration in the state­ 
m ents quoted bv our correspondent as to the growth 
of the industry and the cheapening of the product. 
It is protection to labor that thus enlarges industri­ 
al enterprise and cheapens products, while the 
abuse' of protection to protect m onopoly, generally 
reduces tne w ages of labor and alw ays increases 
cost to consum ers. 


The effects of protection could hardly have 
been stated more clearly and concisely than 
by this editor, w ho has just emerged from 
the free trade camp. 
lie cheerfully gives up 
the whole issue, and w ill have no more of it 
It: lils editorials he repeats daily the hope 
that President Harrison will have a Repub­ 
lican Congress behind him , in order that his 
party may be clothed with full responsibility 
for administration and legislation, 
and the 
protective principle thoroughly tested. There 
is some question whether the recent campaign 
was really an educational one or not, but 
there appears to lie no doubt whatever that 
there has been an educational election. 


The population o f Ulster county by the 
census of 1880 was 85,838. 
In the same year 
there were cast for President 19,927 votes. 
T he vote amounted to 23.21 per cent of the 
population. 
A t the last election, the num ­ 
ber of voles cast was 21,844. 
A pplying the 
same rule, this would give a population for 
the county of 94,149. 
The city of K ingston cast 3,997 votes in 
1880, when its population was 18,344. 
The 
vote of the city amounted to 21.8 per cent of 
the population. 
This year the vote was 4,738. 
A similar calculation gives the city a pop­ 
ulation of 21,734. 
This* is probably below 
the correct figure, as the census of 1880, 
which forms the basis of the calculation, was 
defective, and gave a smaller population by 
several thousand than that o f 1875. 
In the 
city the ratio of votes to population should 
be much smaller than in the country, as the 
former furnishes larger em ploym ent to w o­ 
men and minors.

Heav y wind or rain is iudi 
dicated hv the wind being from south-east to 
south-west, with falling barometer and rising 
thermometer. 
A sudden fall of barometer, 
with

wind.

storm 
from 
the 
north-west, 
and 
also 
from 
the 
north-east. 
Showers 
are 
in 
dicated hv the barometer falling from one to 
three-tenths inches, the time of coming v ary 
ing from two to six hours. 
A strong wind 
from Ihe south-east carries a storm ov er this 
locality. 
If wind has been blowing strong 
from west-north-west or north, look out for 
cold weather and higher barometer. 
As the 
wind abates the storm center is near; if it 
changes to south, the storm is mov ing east; 
if it changes to south-west the storm has 
passed, 
htor.ns from the north-west are of 
short duration; if the wind suddenly lulls, 
expect colder weather. 
For winter and 
spring the weather is indicated as follows: 
East wind shows a storm in the south and 
cool,

ometer. 
Falling barometer,

The pilot said that he ran into oDe hank of 
fog that was so thick that a light but few 
feet away was completely obliterated from 
v iew. 
The propeller I. M. North,from New 
burgh to Rondout with a tow, remained off 
Hyde Purk from 2 to 8 o’clock. 
Other north 
and south-bound lows are from six to eight 
hours late. 
Boatmen say that there w as no 
gradual gathering of the fog, hut that it fame 
on suddenly. Sailing v essels dropped anchor 
all along the Riv er.

In 1888 I voted for Harrison, and 
now I ride. 
The showy uniform and smoky torch have 
been cast aside.

Heavy wind or rain is iudi- 
dicated by the wind being from south east to 
south-west, with falling barometer and rising 
thermometer. 
A sudden fall of barometer, 
with 
west 
wind. 
signals 
a 
storm 
from 
the 
north-west, 
and 
also 
from 
the 
north-east. 
Showers 
are 
in­ 
dicated by the barometer falling from one to 
three-tenths inches, the time of coming vary­ 
ing from two to six hours. 
A strong wind 
from the south east carries a storm over this 
locality. 
If wind has been blowing strong 
from west-north-west or north, look out for 
cold weather and higher baltimeter. 
As the 
wind abates the storm center is near; if it 
changes to south, the storm is moving east; 
if it changes to south-west the storm has 
passed, 
ritor ns from the north-west are of 
short duration; if the wind suddenly lulls, 
expect colder weather. 
For winter and 
spring the weather is indicated as follows: 
East wind shows a storm in the south and 
cool, 
clear 
weather 
in 
the 
north. 
If 
followed 
by 
west 
wind, 
cooler 
weather witli a north wind and higher bar 
ometer. 
Falling barometer, 
with 
rising 
thermometer,signals snow or sleet from south 
east to south-west. 
Changes of wind during 
the day shows unsettled weather. 
A rising 
barometer, with wind from north or north- 
cast', signals cool and tnir weather. 
A sud­ 
den fall of barometer, with wind from north 
or uorth-east signals storm from north-west 
and north-east. 
If a strong wind from west, 
jiorlh-west or north gradually becomes calm, 
expect increasing cold and higher barometer. 
Storms from the north-west are of short dura­ 
tion. 
How to tell velocity of the wind : The 
speed dial is divided into four parts or quad­ 
rants. 
If the 
needle records one-quarter 
mile in one m inute it will record one mile in 
four minutes, otherwise 15 miles in 60 m in­ 
utes or one hour; if it records one mile in two 
m inutes the speed is 30 miles per hour; or if 
it is accomplished in one minute the speed is 
60 miles per hour, and if it is done in eight 
m inutes the speed is seven and one half miles 
per hour.

S tea m b o a ts, T ow s and S a ilin g C raft C o m ­ 
p e lle d to “ L ay T o ” for H ou rs. 
Like a poll; none could see.—F ranks. 
One of the densest fogs on the Hudson 
River this year was that of last night and 
early this morning. 'F o r several hours navi­ 
gation practically ceased. 
Pilots could not 
see the bows of the boats they were on, and 
the shores were completely hidden from 
view by the heavy mass of vapor that envel­ 
oped everything. 
The 
night 
passeuger 
steamboats 
from 
Troy 
and 
Al­ 
bany 
were 
anchored 
off 
Hyde 
P ark until daylight this morning. 
T he pro­ 
peller J. H. Cordts, bound south w ith a tow, 
was anchored near the Poughkeepsie Bridge. 
The pilot said that he ran Into ODe bauk of 
fog that was so thick that a light but few 
feet away was completely obliterated from 
view. 
T he propeller 1. M. N orth,from New 
burgh to Rondout with a tow, rem ained off 
Hyde Purk from 2 to 8 o’clock. 
O ther north 
and south-bound tows are from six to eight 
hours late. 
Boatmen say that there was no 
gradual gathering of the fog, but that it fam e 
on suddenly. Sailing vessels dropped anchor 
all along the River. 


O T H E R BO A TS AND B O A T M E N . 
The tugs Ellen M. Ronan and Saranac 
were aground on the flats opposite Athens, 
Saturday morning. 
There arrived at tide water, at Eddyville, 
yesterday, 44 Delaware & Hudson Canal 
boats, laden with 5,720 tons of coal. 
The whistle of the steamer “ City of 
Kingston ” was blown at the m outh of the 
Rondout Creek at 8:50 o’clock last night. 
To date the propeller J. II. Cordts, owned 
by the Cornell Steamboat Com pany, has 
made the largest number of round tripa be­ 
tween Rondout and New-York of any propel 
ler in that line, this season. 
The steamboat Mary Powell will be “ win­ 
tered ” in the Hudson River at Kingston 
Point. 
It will be taken there on Saturday. 
Captain Anderson secured the services of a 
mud-digger to deepen the water at that place. 
After three aud a half days’ w ork enough 
mud aud dirt was dug, so that there is now 
10 feet of w ater at low-ivater m ark. 
On F ri­ 
day spring piles will lie driven for the Powell 
to rest against. 
These piles will also be a 
barrier to prevent the boat from going against 
the dyke.

contains two bags of silver bolding $1.0U0 
each, and a week ago the discovery was made 
that Hie tugs in one of the boxes bud 
been emptied of their contents aud retitled. 
one with shot aud the other with lead bars. 
An investigation of other boxes was begun, 
and it is now known that $5,000 bas been 
stolen. 
The process of examination is slow, 
and the full extent of the robberies may not 
be known for'weeks. 
An attempt is being 
made to boid the express companies responsi­ 
ble for the loss, but the facts os far as devel­ 
oped

that 
the 
thefts 
were 
committed 
before 
the 
boxes 
were 
shipped. 
The 
plun­ 
dered boxes were found to f*e ol exactly the 
same weight as those in which the silver was 
intact, a fact which shows that scales were 
used. 
This, it is said, could not be done on 
an express train.

cut, will have to make good the loss if the 
plunder is not recovered. 
His bond is $500,- 
$$0,

VOTES AND POPULATION.

This year the vote was 4,738. 
A similar calculation gives the city a pop 
ulation of 21,734. 
This is probably below 
the correct figure, as the census of 1880, 
which forms the basis of the calculation, was 
defective, and gave a sm aller population by 
several thousand than that of 1875. 
In the 
city the ratio of votes to population should 
Ik- much smaller than in the country, as the 
form er furnishes larger em ploym ent to wo 
men and minors.

of one per cent., anil enc per cent, below the 
authorized table prepared under the 8up^r ’ 
vision of the Ulster County Board of I' ire 
Insurance Underwriters. 
There nre compan 
ic* which are strict in their observance of the 
tcriff of rate* for Ulster County.’
